“The government has granted the wishes 
of the pbwers that we should cease hostil- 
ities during the days which General Blanco 
judges prudent for preparing for peace. He 
will probably publish a proclamation of 
truce and also another offering indulgent 
terms during the cessation of hostilities. 

“If during this period there are important 
submissions and the, United States with- 
draws its ships from the nelghborhood Og 
Cuba and the Philippines all will be well 
and peace will soon be reached. Otherwise 
the Cuban war will continue and the powers 
will be obliged to demand that the United 
States maintain absolute neutrality and 
enforce a dissolution of the filibustering 
committce in New York. 

“The armistice is not to prevent the 
Spanish government continuing its military 
preparations and placing the peninsula 
the Canaries and the Balearic ‘islands and 
Porto Rico in a state of defense. 

At lJ o'clock last evening Senor Capde- 
pon, minister of the interior, issued a cir- 
cular to the prefects giving in account of 
the situation, which, he explained, had been 
arranged at the request of the pope and 
under the counsel of the great powers, and 
which, while saving the honor and military 
dignity of Spain; preserves her rights In 
the grand Antilles. 

Arrangement Pleases Woodford. 

United States Minister Woodford, in a 


' conference last evening with Senor Gullon, 


minister of foreign affairs, expressed his 
satisfaction with the arrangement. 

Despite the bellicose talk of the opposi- 
tion, revolutionary and anti-dynastic pa- 
pers and the cafe gossip, a quiet indiffer- 
ence is observable in Madrid. 

The day passed qnietly and without incl- 
dents. For months crowds going to and 
coming from the bull fights pass within 
easy reach of General Woodford’s house.

was a meeting this afternoon and another 
tonight. Little has been given out from 
these, but it is certain that the or ginal 
plan of sending the message to cungress 
tomorrow will go through. 

What that message will contain is still 
an open question, those who have been 
endeavoring to make it appear that the 
president bas had a clear-cut and consis- 
tent policy from the first are saying that 
he regrets the necessity for changing 
his message at all, and that the substance 
of it will remain at first drawn with the 
subsequent developments added as ad- 
denda. It may take this shape, but it is 
hinted tonight that there has been a change 
in the wording by which the Maine disas- 
ter is given the place of chief prominence. 
Some of the president’s closest advisors 
urged this on the ground that Spain has 
so completely met the other proposNions 
set forth that some change was positively 
necessary. 

Secretary Alger said, after tonight’s 
cabinet meeting, that the message 
would call for armed intervention and 
that the changes made in the message 
since Wednesday have been slight. 

Nevertheless, it is expected that the 
Maine incident is to be made much more 
prominent than was originally intended. 

The developments of the past day or two 
have emphasizea the strong hold which 
some peculiar influences have on the ad- 
ministration. Last night, for instance, 
Colonel] John McCook, who is the represen- 
tative of those eminent financiers of New 
York who are trying to force the Cubans 
to pay for their freedom, was in close con- 
ference with the president, as he is every 
day, and several times each day. Work- 
ing hand in glove with him is Steve El- 
kins, the senator from West Virginia, who 
is the bright shining light at the head of 
the ‘peace-at-any-price crowd. From the 
white house McCook went to °Elkins’s 
home. There was a hurried conference 
and then MeCook hurried away, and short- 
ly afterwards the Spanish minister was 
driven up to the ElKins home, where he 
remained in close conference with the sen- 
ator for several hours. 

Though Grosvenor undertook the other 
day to. denounce MeCook and to prove 
some sort of an alliance between him and 
the Cuban junta, the fact that he repre- 
sents, according te his own explanation, 
the Wall street crowd that wants Cuba to 
pay for liberty. and he is particularly close 
at the white house, having the entree at 
all times, apparently on the same footing 
as a cabinet minister. 

The line from the president tc the 
Spanish minister is suspiciously di- 
rect, and the Wall street trail cannot 
be covered up. 

Another event which is regarded as of 
significance here is the announcement that 
the first the white house knew of the ar- 
mistice granted at the request of the pope 
and the powers, came through the papal 
representative here, Monsignor Martinelll, 
and Archbishop Irelard. While it has been 
known that the church has been a most 
important factor in all of the negotiations 
that have been going on, this last episode 
is regarded as establishing a closeness of 
relationship, which, to say the least, has 
caused great comment. 

The plan to have General Schofield chosen 
as military adviser to the president, which 
will mean to practically place him at the 
head of the army, is expected to assume 
shape this week. I am told: tonight that 
the secretary of war wiil at once recom- 
mend that congress make provision for such 
an office. This comes from General Scho- 
field himself, and there can be no doubt 
of its- authenticity. @In case of hostilities, 
congress would doubtless act favorably 
upon this recommendation without any 
delay. It is probable that Rear Admiral 
Walker will hold the same relation toward 
the president, representing the naval 
branch of the government. He may be put 
at the head of the board of naval strategy 
or may have a specially créated office, ae 
in the case of General Schofield. 


THE MONEY MARKET IS FIRM.

Rate May Be Reduced if the War Cloud 


Passes Away. 

London, April 10.—The money market 
is very firm and the rise in the bank tate 
is regarded as a measure to prevent a 
drain on the bank in the event of war 
between Spain and the United States. 
Nearly £9,000,000 has gone to the United 
States since January Ist. 

If the war cloud passes the rate is ex- 
pected to be,reduced shortly, although 
there is no prospect of cheap money. 

There was little business on the stock 
exchange last week, owing to the political 
uncertainties, and prices fluctuated ac- 
cording to the varying prospects of war. 
The market, however, closed on Thursday 
with a better tone all around. American 
railroad securities are generally higher. 
though the transactions have been small. 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul shares 
increased 344, Louisville and Nashville 32. 
Memphis, Kansas aud Texas seconds 2, 
Norfolk and Western preferred 2, Atchi- 
son adjustment 1% and Denver and Rio 
Grande preferred 1% points.

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QUESADA OUTLINES 
- CUBAN GOVERNMENT 


Diplomatic Representative Presents 
a Synopsis of the Constitution. 


IT IS CALLED A REPUBLIC 


Document Shows When the Govern- 
ment Was Organized. 


DIFFERENT FEATURES ARE PRESENTED

For the Information of Senators and 
Representatives Laws of the 
Country Are Given. 


Washington, April 10.—Senor Quesada, 


| the diplofmatic representative of the Cuban 


insurgents in this city, when’ asked what 
he thought of the Spanish armistice, said: 


“It is only a Spanish trick. They want 
to put us before the American people in 
the attitude of being unreasonable. But 
we do not believe the American people will 
so consider. For we know it is merely a 
jast effort to force some kind of Spanish 
home rule on us.. We have fought three 
years for independence; we know this is 
a Spanish trick and we will not give in 
now.”’ 

Senor Quesada today issued the follow- 
ing signed statement to show that ths 
insurgents have a regularly organized civil 
government, whose independence can be 
recognized: 

“THE REPUBLIC OF CUBA. 
“Its Civil Government. 

“It is admitted by ali that there is a 
Cuban army, which has forced Spain to 
confess her inability to re-establish her 
control of the island; but the creation and 
working of a civii organization is lost signt 
of by our enemies, And yet there is no 
writer who has visited the island, English 
or American, who has not told tne world 
of the government of the repubiic of Cuba. 

“From the very inception ot the revolu- 
tion the Cubans provided for a civil power. 
The Cuban revolutionary party, which 
prepared and ditected the movement, was 
a civil organization headed by Jose Marti, 
most zealous in establishing tne paramount 
influence of the law over tne sword. Gen- 
eral Gomez has always desired tnat thé 
civil authorities should have the supreme 
power. When he and Marti landed their 
tirst aim was to constitute a provisional 
government. All the military leaders recog- 
nized Marti as the civil head. Atter tne 
meeting of Gomez, Maceo and Marti @t 
Mejorana, on May 4th, 1895, a call for the 
selection of representatives of the Cuban 
people to form a civil government was 
made, and in the following Septemover the 
call was complied with. 


Each Province Represented. 


‘Representatives from each of the prov- 
inces of Santiagoa, Puerto Principe, santa 
Clara and the western part of tne island, 
comprising the provirces of Matanzas and 
Habana, making twenty in ali, were elect- 
ed to constitute assembly, which was to 
establish a civil government, republican in 
form. 

“The constituent assembly, composed of 
foctors, lawyers and distinguished Cubans, 
met at Jima Guayu, in the province of 
Puerto Principe on the 13th of September, 
1895. It was duly organized and soiemnly 
declared the independence of Cuba and ils 
separation from the Spanish monarchy. 
The constitution, based on democratic and 
republican principles, was to be in force 
two years, unless the freedom of Cuba was 
obtained previous to the expiration of that 
time, 

“On September 18th the following officers 
of the government were elected by the as- 
sembly in acéordance with the terms of the 
constitution: 

“President, Salvador Cisneros Betancourt, 
of Puerto Principe; vice president, Barto- 
lome Masso, Manzanillo; secretary ot war, 
Carios Roloff, of Senta Clara; secretary of 
the treasury, Severo Pina, of Sancti Spiri- 
tus; secretary of the mterior, Santiago 
Garcia Canizares, of Remedios, and secre- 
tary of foreign relations, Rafael] M. Por- 
tuondo, of Santiago de Cuba; sub-secretary 
of war. Marie Monocal ,of Matanzas; sub- 
secretary of the treasury, Joaquin Castillo, 
of Santiago de Cuba; sub-secretary of dhe 
interior, Carlos Dubois, of Baracoa; sub- 
secretary of foreign relations, Fermin Val- 
dez Dominguez, ef Habana. 

“The installation of these officers duly 
followed. The election of the general-in- 
chief and the second in command, who is 
to bear the title of lieutenant generi1l, wes 
then had and resulted in the unanimous 
election of Maximo Gomez and Antoniv 
Maceo, respectively. 

“On the same day the assembly elected 
by acclamation as delegate plenipetentiary 
and general agent abroad of the Cuban re- 
public, Thomas Estrada Palmn:. 

“from that time to the present the civil 
authorities of the republic have exercised 
their functions throughout the territory 
ccentrelled by the republic of Cuba. whiea 
is about three-fourths of the island. ‘Tnere 
is a eivil governor in every province who 
has his subordinates and employees. The 
provinces are divided initio prefectures un- 
der the supervision of the secretary of the 
interior. The duties of the prefects are va- 
rious and are subject to special laws, That 
these prefectures are in working operation, 
the official telegrams of the Spanish press 
afford innumerable proofs. General Blanco, 
in a communication to his governinent un- 
der date of March 12th, published in all 
the Madrid papers, says: 

‘* ‘Havana—Captain General to Minister 
of War: In operations of columns in the 
east, the military lines of the enemy be- 
tween Bayamo, Manzanillo and Cauto were 
broken, also destroying the civil orgroniz- 
tion which the¥Y had in that territory for 
two years.’ 

‘‘Documents were filed before the senate 
committee on foreign relations last April 
which were published as doctiment vo. 19, 
fiftv-fifth congress, first session, which 
proved that the eivil government legusiated 
as to cOmmerce, government workshops, 
manufactories, coast inspectors, postc flices, 
what stamps have been issued, public 
schools established. civil marriage provid- 
ed for, that the public tredsury wos well 
organized, tax being collected amoun'ing 
to hundreds of thousands cf dollars, Presi- 

dent Cisneros, and afterwards President 
Masso, issuing state papers as they be- 
came opportune. The military authurities 
are subordinate to the civil guvérnment. in 
many documents the generals so deci re ‘t. 


Refers to Morgan’s Speech. 


“The general reports of the civil gov- 
ernor of the east, Carlos Manue, de Cespe- 
des, for the years 1896 and 1897, quoted in 
one of Senator Morgan’s speeches, confirm 
every one of our statements and is worthy 
of perusal. Five newspapers are also pub- 
lished in the republic—bl Cubano Libre, 
La Independencia, El Boletin de la Guerra, 
La Sanidad, Las Villas. Books have also 
been published, the first being the primer 
for the public schools. 

“Pursuant to the mandate contained in 
the constitution of 1895, a constituent as- 
sembly was convoked to meet in October, 
1897, to revise the laws and to elect new 
officers. The government council passed 
an electoral law and twenty-four repre- 
sentatives were chosen from the six prov- 
inces by all the citizens of the republic, 
those in the army, as well as the civilians; 
the election Was untrammeled by the mil- 
itary. In a notable letter of General Calax- 
to Garcia, a translation of which reached 
President McKinley, he told how in Santi- 
ago de Cuba, he gave his vote the same 
as the soldier and peasant, and how in- 
spiring it was to see the people exercise 
the right of suffrage in districts controlled 
entirely by the republic. 

“Tt was a brilliant congress which sat 
the months of October and November. Dr. 
Mendez Capote. ex-professor of law in the 
Havana university. presided. A new consti- 
tution was adopted on the 29h of October, 
1897. which will be in force two years, un- 
less independence is obtained beforehand, 
when an assembly shall be called to pro- 
vide temporarily for the government and 
administration of the republic, until a 
definite constituent assembly shal] meet. 

The preamble says: 

‘‘*We.the representatives of the Cuban 
people, freely meeting in constituent as- 
sembly, convoked by virtue of the mandate 
contained in the constitution of the 16th 
of September, 1895, ratify our firm and un- 
shakable resolve of obtaining the absolute 
and immediate independence of the island 
in order to etablish in it a democratic r 
public, and 
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of the government, their powers and pro- 
vides for the assembling of the republics. 
The principal articles are: 

“‘Article 6—Cubans and foreigners will 

be protected in their religious opinions and 

the practice of their respective cults, 
as lofig as they are not opposed to public 
morals. 

" ‘Article 8—Education is free in all the 
territory of the republic. 

“‘Article 10—-The electoral right shall 
be regulated by the government on the 
basis of universal suffrage. 

“ ‘Article 17—The administration of jus- 
tice in reference to civil matters belongs 
to the civil authorities and its procedure 
shall be regulated by law, 

“ ‘Article 22—Beyond the powers conferr- 
ed upon it by other articles of this consti- 
tution, the government counci] has the fol- 
lowing: ‘ 

“1. To make all laws and reguiations 
regarding the revolution and the military, 
civil and political life of the Cuban people. 

“2. To receive the petitions addressed 
to it. ’ 

** "3. To depose, for just cause, any coun- 
cilor or sub-secretary. 

“4. To appoint secretary and sub-sec- 
retary for the transacting of business in 
any department. 

“6B. To appoint and remove public func- 
tionaries of all classes in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 

"6. To determine the policy of the war 
and the genera] lines of the campaign. 

“7. To raise troops, to declare reprisals, 
and to grant letters of marque. 

“8. To grant military ranks from sub- 
lieutenants to major general! in the form 
established by the law of military organi- 
zation. 

“9. To issué paper money, to coin mon- 
ey, fixing its kind and value. 

“10. To contract loans, determining 
when they shall become, due, the interests, 
discounts, commissions, and guaranties, 
and to make all negotiations advise@ by 
the public weal, being strictly responsible 
for the use it shal] make of these faculties 
as of those provided in the previous ar- 
ticle. 

‘LL. To levy taxes, to decree the invest- 
ment of the public funds and to ask and 
approve the accounts of the same. 

“ ‘12. To determine the foreign policy and 
to appoint and remove agents, representa- 
tives and delegates of all classes. * 

“13. To grant passports. 

“ ‘l4. To issue the safe conduct necessary 
for the discharge of the funetions of the 
government. 

“ls. To make treaties with other pow- 
ers, choosing the commissioners who ara 
to celebrate them; but without being able 
to delegate jin them its final approval. The 
one of peace with Spain must be ratified 
by the assembly and cannot be initiated, 
but on the basis of the absolute and im- 
mediate independence of all the island of 
Cuba, 

How Army Officers Rank. 


“Article 31.—The secretary of war will 
be the superior chief in rank of the army 
of liberty.’ 

“In*the additional articles as to military 
Organization, the following are found: 

* “No. 3.—That the government can name 
and may freely separate the general in 
chief and the lievtenant general. 

“No. 4.—Phat there shail be a chief for 
every army corps appointed by the gov- 
ernment, on the information or at the 
proposal of the genera) in chief as to the 
first mentioned and by the chief of depart- 
ment, through the general in chief, for the 
seconds.’ 

‘Pursuant to that constitution, which is 
published in document 129 of the fifty-fifth 
congress, second session, the next govern- 
ment was elected as follows:

‘Secretary of War—Jose B. Aleman. 

‘“Secrelary of Foreign Relations—Andes 
Moreno de Latoarre. 

“Secretary of the 
Fonts Sterling.

va. 

“Also sub-secretaries for 
ment. 

“The said government council appointed 
Major General Maximo Gomez general in 
and Major General Calixto Garcia as lieu- 
tenant general But the best proof 
of the existence of the Cuban capital and 
government is the following official tele- 
gram published by the Spanishs minister, 
Dupuy DeLome, dated the 22d af January. 
1898, and signed by Senor Congosto, the 
secretary of the Spanish government in 
Cuba. It follows: 

“ ‘Havana, January 21.—General Castel- 
lanos has taken possession of the village of 
Esperanza, in the Sierra de Cubitas, where 
fhe insurgent government had its head- 
quarters, 

“ ‘During the stubborn resistance made 
by the insurgents the government officials 
escaped. 

“ "The next day, continuing his opera- 
tions, the same general defeated a body of 
2.500 insprgents, who were coming to the 
aid of the government. scattering them in 
all directions and killing: fifty-nine. Con- 
gosto.’ 

“The Cubans are willing to rest their case 
on this testimony of the Spanish govern- 
ment.

Other to Death. 

Laredo, Tex., April 10.—News was re- 
ceived here today of a shooting scrape 
which took place at Cotulla, a small town 
on the International railway, sixty miles 
noth of this city, last night about 9 
o'clock, Henry May was killed and Editor 
J. Guy Smith, of La Salle’s Isonomy, a 
paper published in Cotulla, was mortally 
wounded. 

Smith was commonly known in this sec- 
tion as “Brann No. 2,” on account of his 


‘intensity in his articles toward many peo- 


ple in that locality and it is generally be- 
lieved that something he published about 
May was the cause of the difficulty. 

The affray occurred in front of Burke's 
hotel and May is said to have shot Smith 
twice from behind before he (Smith) got 
his pistol out. May @ied before morning. 
Smith is still alive but the chances for his 
recovery are reported very slim. Both 
Smith and May are young men and well 
connected, both financially and socially. 

An ill feeling has existed between the 
relatives and friends of both parties as a 
result og local politics which, it has been 
often said, would ultimately result in a 
killing, and now that the ball has been 
opened it is believed Jere by citizens who 
are acquainted with the Cotulla affair and 
people related to both men that more kill- 
ings, are bound to follow. 

May was in the employ of his uncle, A.

Margaret Mather Laid to Rest. 
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WILL M’KINLRY ASK 
FOR MORE TIME? 


Congress Has Every Reason To Expect 
That Message Today. 


GREAT CROWDS’ EXPECTED 


After the Document Has Been Read It 
Will Be Referred. 


BUT NO DEBATE IS WANTED JUST NOW 


Two Factions May Have a Long and 
Bitter Fight Over the Attitude 
of the President. 


Washington, April 10.—Upon the _ pre- 
sumption that Spain's offer of an armistice 
to the Cuban insurgents will make no 
change in the plans of the administration 
and that the president's message wil! go to 
congress tomorrow, the house this week 
will make history. 

In anticipation of Stirring 
momentous action, every congressman has 
been besieged by hundreds of friends for 
tickets to the reserved galleries, and the 
general multitude which must take its 
chances in the public galleries on the prin- 
ciple of first come first served are prepared 
to assault the capitol at dawn tomorrow. 
It is likely hundreds wil! camp out on the 
marble steps all night, so intense is the 
desire to be present when the message is 
read. 

The public generally regards the 


message as a prologue to a drama 
which may end in war before the cur- 


tain is rung down. 

After the message is read tomorrow it 
will probably be referred to the committee 
on foreign relations without debate. Such 
is the programme to which both sides 
have practically assented, with the tacit 
understanding that that committee will 
report on Tuesday the resolutions upon 
which tke house will be expected to act. 
Any individual attempt to frustrate this 
report of the programme will prove abor- 
tive. With thé gravity of the situation 
confronting them, members on both sides 
have been sobered and seem impressed with 
the idea that things should proceed in a 
regular and orderly way. 

It seems almost certain now that there 
will be a conflict both in the committee 
and in the house as to the nature of the 
resolutions upon which the house will be 
called to act. Individual views vary great- 
ly, from those who desire a direct declara- 
tion of war, based on the theory that the 
blowing up of the Maine was a hostile 
act, to a few who oppose any action what- 
ever. 

But the real contest,,of course, will 
be between those who desire to follow 
what is now generally accepted as the 
president’s recommendation, armed in- 
tervention, and those who desire the 
recognition of the Cuban republic. 

The democrats, both of the committee 
and the house, have taken an unequivocal 
position in favor of the reeognition of in- 
dependence, although there is a difference 
of opinion as to whether intervention 
should follow. 

A majority of the republicans of the 


scenes and 


; committee have within a few days declared 


themselves for iniervention and independ- 
ence. Two of ‘them, Messrs. Quigg, of 
New York, and Henry, of Indiana, while 
they do not favor recognition of the ex- 
isting republic, have earnestly advocated a 
declaration to the effect that Spain’s do- 
minion over the island cease, leaving to 
the future the question of the actual gov- 
ernment of the island. 

But in the desire of the republicans of 
both houses to secure harmony of action, 
some of the advocates of independence 
have about come to the conciusion that 
the difference between armed intervention 
and recognition is more technical than 
substantial; as, unless the island «should 
be annexed—to which they are opposed, 
a republican form of government for the 
island must follow. 


May Adjust Differences. 


It seems probable that existing differ- 
ences May at least to sOme extent be ad- 
justed; and, whether all the republicans 
agree to a resolution declaring for in- 
tervention only or not, such a resolution 
will be reported. It seems equally certain 
a resolution for independence, possibly 
coupled with intervention, will be »pre- 
sented by the minority. , 

No definite arrangements have yet Peen 
made as to the debate, but there seems 
to ‘be no dema for prolonged time.. 

Mr. Bailey, of the minority, thinks two 
days ought to suffice and some of the re- 
publicans think our action would be 
strengethened if there were no debate at 
all. Two days seems to be the general 
opinion as to the Icngth of the debate. 
There probably will be considerable pres- 
sure for time for brief speeches. Many 
menibers desire to '.ury their hatchets in 
the painted war post. But there is a solid 
ground for difference as to the character 
of the resolutions; and the question as to 
the possible Hability of the United States 
for the Spanish bonds based on the Cu- 
ban revenues in the event of intervention 
without recognition, will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed. 

Whatever time ig not occupled by the 
Cuban question will be devoted to the con- 
gideration of contested election cases and 
the general deficiency biM. 


Senate Will Consider Cuba, Too. 


The week the senate probably will be 
given entirely to the Cuban question. The 
president’s message is couTited on to ar- 
rive soon after assembling at noon to- 
morsow. It will be referred promptly to 
the commiftee on forecign relations and 
the present understanding is that no re- 
port will be made by the committe before 
Tuesday. The senate may, in case of the 
developments of radica)] differences in the 
committee, be delayed to even a later day. 

There ia a decidedly strong disposition 
on the part of many of the senatorg who 
are not members of the committee to have 
ihe senate as a body take up the subject 
of shaping the committee and it is probable 
that a secret session of the senate will 
be held tomorrow with thie purpose in 
view, The purpose of this movement lis. 
as has been frequently stated, to secure 
aS near an approach to harmony in the 
senate as possible and it is believed this 
can be best accomplished by having the 
senate agree upon the form of the res- 
olution before it goes to the senate for 
action. 

The present tendency in the senate is 
to confine the congressional action to 
declare for a declaration of armed inter- 
vention, leaving the recognition of the 
independence to come later, and it now 
appears probable that the foreign *+ija- 
tions committee will report in favor of this 
courm, though: not without some dissent.

NAVAL STORES FALLING OFF. 


The Close of the Year Shows a De- 
crease of 18,000 Barrels. 

Moultrie, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—The 
naval stores season of 1897-98 closed Thurs- 
day. Taken as a whole the trade during the 
year was satisfactory to all concerned in 
the business. The receipts during the year 
were 67,000 packages less than in 1896-97. 
The decrease was 18,000 barrels of rosin. 

It was expected that the decrease would 
be greater than it turned out to be. Dur- 
ing the early part of the season a com- 
parison of the receipts was such as to give 
credit to that opinion, bur ag the season 
pdvanred, shipments increased and the 
shortage gradualiy grew less. The remuner- 
ative price which has prevailed for tur- 
pentine since the middle of June, caused 
operators to look more confidently to the 
future and no attempt was made to hold 
down the production of the coming year. 
It is understood that the producers used 
all of ihe advances they could secure, and 
in many cases, increased their Operations 
by cutting a greater precentage of new 
boxes. 

A large number of turpentine farms in 
this state have been deserted, while hun- 
dreds of operators have gone to the now 
fields of Florida. The weather was favor- 
able during the cutting season, and the 
outlook for an early movement was never 
better. However, from some cause not ex- 
plainable, the receipts during last month 
were not as heavy as was anticipated. It 
is generally expected that unless heavy 
rains should wash the turpentine from the 
boxes, or the war scare should run the 
negro turpentine hands from Florida back 
to their homes in North Carolina, the com- 
ing crop will be a large one, and that the 
movement will be heavy in a few weeks. 
While prices are well maintained at the 
opening of the new season, there is some 
doubt that the values of the product that 
will be offered in May, June, July and Au- 
gust. Sales of futures are said to have been 
made for delivery in these months at 25% 
cents.

Douglasville, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—

KILLING PEDDLER 


The Arrest of Harry Joiner in Macon 
Yesterday. 


DECLARES HIS _ INNOCENCE 


ao 


Officers, However, Say They Have Ev- 
idence To Convict. 


JOINER CAME HOME GREATLY EXCITED 


His Clothes Covered with Blood end 
He Told His Relatives That He 
Had Been Held Up. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—Harry Joiner, 
a white man about twenty*six years old, 
and an operative at the Bibb cotton mill 
No. 2, was arrested this morning at 6 
o’clock by Lieutenant Clarke, of the police 
force, and Patrolmen Jenkins and Gard- 
ner Davis. Joiner was arrested while in 
bed at his home in factory row on Haw- 
thorne etreet, on suspicion of being the 
person who go foully murdered the ped- 
dier, Lawson Yon, last night, by cutting 
his throat with a razor from ear to ear, 
as was described in The Constitution today. 
Last night the entire police and detective 
force ‘were charged to try and find out 
the murderer, but Patrolman Jenkins was 
apecially detailed to work on the matter. 
This morning at an early hour he got on 
to a clue, which resulted in the arrest of 
Joiner and ne was locked up in the bar- 
tracks. When arrested Joiner declared 
that he was innocent and knew nothing 
of the crime. 

The arresting officers say they will be 
able ta prove the following facts at the 
hearing tat the recorder’s court in the morn- 
ing: That Joiner and Yon were seen down 
town last night together at Cassidy’s bar, 
corner Mulberry and Fourth streets. That 
they knew each other well, and had work- 
ed in Bibb mill together, and did not live 
far from each other; that Yon was mur- 
dered soon after he and Joiner were at 
Cassidy’s bar, and while in the bar Yon 
showed his pocketbook, opened it and dis- 
played the money it contained. It is said 
that it will be further proved that when 
Joiner ‘went home his clothes were bloody 
and he was in an excited state and that he 
told relatives that while en route home 
he was “theld up" by a man who tried to 
rob him and that he cut the party with a 
razor. He has since denied that he made 
any euch statement. 

A broken razo: was found near Yon's 
dead body and the razor was covered with 
blood. 

Joiner’s face is badly scratched, aa if 
done with finger nails. There are several 
long scratches and gouges on his right 
cheek, also on his forehead and below and 
above both eyes, and about his ears. These 
scratches and gouges, it is thought, 
were made by Yon when he was 
in the death struggle with Joiner. 
When Joiner was asked how 
the scratches, etc., got on his face, he 
Said he received them Saturday afternoon, 
while at work on a drawing trame at the 
Libb mill. Mill men who -have seen Jo.ner 
toduy and who worked with him at the 
miil yesterday say he was not hurt at the 
mill, and could not have been hurt by the 
drawing frame in the manner he deciared. 
hey turther say that when Joiner stop- 
ped work yesterday there were no scratches 
Or Drulses On his face. 

Joiner has admitted that he was at Cass!}- 
dy’s bar last night, and saw Yon there and 
spoke to him. Joiner says he went home 
last night by himself, going out Second 
streety@then up Oglethorpe street to his 
home, The murder was committed on First 
sireet, a few yards from Oglethorpe street. 

Joiner has been in a weeping and greatly 
depressed state today in his cell, though as- 
serting his innocence, He has a wife and 
a baby a few weeks old, also a father and 
mother and other relatives. He has alwse ys 
been rather indolent, but worked at tirkes 
at the mill. He is rather prepossessing, 
and does not look like one who would 
be guilty of so horrible a crime.

LASHES WELL LAID ON. 


A Citizen of Jackson Castigates an 
Impudent Negro. 

Jackson, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—A sen- 
sational incident here has stirred up the 
negroes considerably. 

Tuesday afternoon, while returning from 
up town to her home on Covington street, 
Miss Ida Jenkins, the seventeen-year-old 
daughter of: Mr. E, D. Jenkins, was ac- 
costed by Joe Victrum, a-negro drayman. 
who chanced to be going along the street 
in a parallel direction with his dray at the 
same time. Addressing the young lady, Joe 
inquired: 

“Where are you going?” 

“I am going home. What business is that 
of yours?’’ remarked Miss Jenkins. 

“Well, I just thought it would take you 
some time to get there if you keep going 
that way,” the negro remarked. He also 
made other remarks of improper bearing. 

Miss Jeknins, thoroughly indignant, re- 
ported to her father, as soon as she reached 
the house. He was no less indignant, and 
he was in the act of taking a gun and per- 
forating the negro’s body with lead, but 
was prevailed upon by his wife not to kill 
the negro. Mr. Jenkins then secured a 
three-year-old hickory switch nad set out 
to find the drayman. Without warning or 
ceremony the irate father grabbed him 
and administered about fifty blows in as 
many seconds. Mr. Jenkins was finally 
overpowered by his friends, who went to 
the rescue of the negro. 

Victrum says Mr. Jenkins did not give 
him time even to explain the affair, while 
the latter gentleman says he wasn’t open 
to explanations, and nothing short of a 
sound drubbing would be a satisfactory 
retribution. 


TO HANG ON JUNE 3D. 


The Harris-Nesmith Tragedy Finds 
Its Culmination in Court. 
Moultrie, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—Henry 
Harris will be hanged on the 38rd of June. 
This is for the murder of Henry Nesmith 
on the 7th day of last October in this 
county. If this order of the court’s is 
carried into execution it will be the first 
legal execution in the history of the 

county. 

Henry Nesmith and Henry Harris lived 
neighbors in the Greenfield adistrict ‘or 
years. An unfortunate marriage of Har- 
ris’s boy into ‘Nesmith's family caused the 
two familes to get along badly. While 
Henry Harris and his son, Robert Harré, 
were return home from Moultrie on the 
7th day of last October, they met Henry 
Nesmith and his son, Nathan, coming to 
town. The Harrises were armed with a 
duble barr@ shotgun and «a pistol each. 
When the two buggies that carried the 
four people met, the Harrisés alighted and 
began shooting the Nesmiths. Henry Har- 
ris discharged two loads of’ buckshot at 
Henry Nesmith and the shots proved fatal. 
Robert Harris also shot Nathan Nesmith. 

The case of the state against Henry 
Harris, charged with murder, was called 
and Messrs. Pearsall and Shipp and Cap- 
tain W. M. Hammond, of Thomasville, 
were marked for the prosecution. No at- 
torney appeared for the defendant. Judge 
Spence appointed Colonel I. A. Bush, of 
Camilka, McKenzie & McKenzie and Hall 
& Wilkes, of Moultrie, to represent both 
of the Harrises. 

Robert Harris will not be tried until the 
May term or adjourned term. The prin- 
cipal grounds fOr continuing the case was 
the fear of the court being unable to se- 
cure a jury.

One Hundred Lives Were Lost in the 
Big Snow Slide. 


RECLAIMING WORK GOES ON 


Indications Are That Number of Killed 
May Pass the Hundred Mark. 


GREATEST DEPTH NOT YET REACHED 


Those Who Lost Their Lives Came 
from Almost Every Section 
of the Country. 


Seattle, Wash., April 10.—Later details 
received here today from Alaska increase 
the horrors of the avalanche on the Chil- 
koot pass instead of lessening them. Sixty- 
nine bodies have been thus far recovered 
and’ the names of 180 missing has been 
reported as umaccounted for. 

It is barely possible that some of these 


had gsueceeded in crossing the pass before 


the avalanche occurred. A conservative 


estimate is that between seventy-five and 
100 persons were killed.

A fact that lends horror to the fearful 
tragedy is that it may never be Known 
degree of accuracy just how 
many lives were sacrificed, who they were 
or where they came from. Many a poor 
fellow lives buried where no human aid 
can reach him, and his remains must rest 
until the summer rain melts the tons of 
snow and ice under which he lives bur- 
ie. 

No Record Kept. 

Upon the crowded trail no record was 
kept of the living mass of humanity brav- 
ing hardships_and facing death itself in 
the mad rush for gold. In the procession 
that daily passed were people ffom all 
parts of the world, unknown to one an- 
other. ! 

The work of rescue has continued night 
and day evar since last Sunday, being 
gradually more systematized and conse- 
quently meeting with better results. Thus 
far work has been confined to the out- 
skirts of the slide in the hope of rescuing 
those who are injured but not yet dead. 
The main body of the avalanche, which ts 
estimated to be fifty feet deep and 150 feet 
long, has not yet been touched. If there 
are any bodies underneath they cannot be 
rescued in time to save life. Four men 
were taken out alive after they had been 
buried for nineteen hours. 

In many instances the bodies of the dead 
are not bruised in the slightest and and 
appear as natural ag in life, indicating that 
they were suffocated in the snow. As soon 
as recovered the bodies are carried to 
Sheep Camp, where an improyised morgue 
has been constructed. Some have been 
removed for interment or for shipment to 
the states. The work of rescue has been 
orderly and systematic. .A public meeting 
was held and committees were appointed 
to take charge of the dead and look for the 
wounded. All that can possibly be done 
to relieve the horror of the situaffon has 
been done. 

Could Not Be Foreseen. 

The accident was one that could not be 
foreseen, and will be one that is likely to 
happen at any time when like conditions 
exist. Although it is stated that some 
warning of the impending disaster was 
given by the native Indian packers, who 
are said to have deserted the heavy trail 
when the heavy snow of Surday and Sat- 
urday night set in. They refused to work 
for fear of slides. 

The work of searching for the dead will 
be continued as long as there is any hope 
of recovering any on, although it ts fear- 
ed it must be discontinued before the whole 
truth is known. 

Walter Chappey, of New York, and John 
C. Murphy, of Dixon, N. D., were alive 
when taken out, but they died shortly after- 
wards. 

Mrs. Moxer, who is one of the slides 
which precipitated the large one, and was 
on her way to camp when overtaken by 
death. Her husband was rescued. 

The federal troops at Dyea took an ac- 
tive part in digging ot the dead.

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Caught in the Act! 

We reproduce elsewhere, in full, the 
editorial reply of The Macon Telegraph 
to the exposure cf ithe secret conference 
in The Telegraph office, on Thursday 
night, of Messrs. Atkinson and Berner. 

It is in the nature of a confession, for 
it must be remembered, though three 
days late, this is the first announcement 
of The Telegraph that these two distin- 
guished candidates for governor were 
even in Macon, much less in The Tele- 
graph’s office on ‘Thursday night. . Had 
The Constitution and other newspapers 
of the state not published the news of 
the meeting the people would have been 
left in blissful ignorance of the fact that 
these two candidates had gotten to- 
gether. — 

If The Talegraph had on Friday morn- 
ing publishéd even ONE LINE noting 
the presence in the city of the 
two . principals to the conference, 
c more propriety have 
defended its position that there was 
no significance to be attached to the 
meeting. Instead of this, however, it 
published specials from two different 
parts of the state showing that Mr. Ber- 
ner was in Irwinton, and Mr. Atkinson 
in Perry on the day of their Macon con- 
ference. No newspaper in Georgia, not 
even the least pretentious, would have 
suppressed the news of the presence of 
two candidates far governor in the city 
of its publication, much less while they 
were under its roof, unless it had some 
motive to serve by such suppression. The 
only other explanation that The ‘Tele- 
graph can offer is that it ig not a news- 
paper, and that it does not pretend to 
present the news. 

If this meeting had taken place in any 
other newspaper office in Georgia it 
might have been passed as being with- 
out material significance, had even the 
bare fact of the presence in the ¢ity of 
the two candidates been mentioned. But 


The Telegraph’s diligent and guarded 


effort ait secrecy, taken in connection 
with its well known antagonism to the 
democratic platform, of which it is a 
daily assailant, gives to this conference 
a significance which will find its surest 
expression in the increased size of Colo- 
nel Candler’s majority on June 6th. 

Let’s have no more secret dickers, gen- 
tlemen; let’s fight the contest in the open 
and in sight of all the people! The thing 
that commends Colonel Candler’s candi- 
dacy above all other things is that it 
stands on a corner stome of popular con- 
fidence, and that it does not look to po- 
litical trickery and secret conferences for 
promotion!

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The Latest Developments. 
Yielding, it is said, to the anxious re- 
quests of the powers, Spain has granted 
an armistice of five days to the Cubans. 
Taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, this is the most remarkable 
armistice. that has ever been granted. 
In the first place, it is a clear, an wne- 
quivocal recognition of the belligerency 
of the Cubans—a recognition which the 
republicans in congress have refused to 
vote for. In the second place, it is an 
armistice that has not been asked for by, 
and is not agreeable to, the Cubans. 

The whole theory of this armistice is 
that the European powers, with the aid 
and sympathy of the republican admin- 
istration, will be able to make a second 
Creie of Cuba. We see what has hap- 
pened on the Grecian isle. The Greeks 
interfered with Turkish rule on purely 
humanitarian grounds. .The powers in- 
terposed, and Crete, still floating the 
Turkish flag, has no government that 
can be called such, the powers being un- 
able to agree among themselves to the 
form of autonomy. 

The movements in the episode between 
Greece and Turkey were the results of 
the manipulation of the European pow- 
era by the high financiers—a fact per- 
fectly well known and freely commented 
on in all the leading English newspapers 
and magzines. Something similar is in- 
tended in t# Cuban matter, and to that 
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lation of the republican administration 
by the money power, and the interplay of 
pretentious foreign interests. 

The probability is that the armistice 
will make another change in the adver- 
tised programme of the administration. 
The message may be delayed again, or it 
may be sent in stripped of some of the 
features by which Mr, McKinley hoped 
to revive his waning popularity. To 
see the honor of the country stained is 
no great matter, provided the process is 
in the interests of the money power; and 
that power will be expected to lift the 
republican party out of the political 
quagmire into which the administration 
is trying to lead il. 

How is the armistice expected to ef- 
fect the Cubans? They have not asked 
for it. 
benefit of Spanish people; that the hes- 
itation of Spain in granting it has been 
solely for the purpose of befooling and 
appeasing the ignorant mob in Madrid. 
Suppose they absolutely refuse to con- 
sider it, and proceed with their cam- 
paign in spite of it? In that case we 
shall see the administration rise to the 
occasion. Ina voicé hoarse with indig- 
nation, it will point to these contentious 
insurgents who refuse to accept the good 
offices of the American people! 


On the other hand, how can the ad- | 


ministration hope to compose public 
opinion ghould it undertake to comply 
with the terms of the armistice?—for 
there are terms. We are asked to with- 
draw our fleet from the neighborhood of 
Cuba, and to fetch our war vessels away 
from the Philippines. These ceremo- 
nies over, an armistice of five days will 
be granted. The money power hopes 
to do much in five days. On the other 
hand, if we do not comply with the 
terms aforesaid, it is understood that 
we will fall under the frowns of the for- 
eign powers. 

It has come to be understood in Wash- 
ington that the message favors interven- 
tion in Cuba, but not for the purpose of 
giving the Cubans independence. It is 
at this point that he democrats can af- 
ford to lock horns with the republicans. 
The people of this country demand—they 
have long demanded—Cuban indepen- 
dence, The highest form of humanity, 
the very essence of it, indeed, is human 
liberty. We can relieve the victims of 
Spanish brutality without going to war; 
but we cannot engage in war unless in 
behalf of some subsiantial cause. 

If we allowed partisanship to sway 
us in this mater, we should welcome a 
proposal from the republican administra- 
tion to intervene in Cuba in behalf of 
autonomy—in behalf of the Spanish flag.

The Electric Light. | 

Soine interesting figures have lately 
been compiled by Mr. E. L. Powers, of 
Chieago, showing the extent to which 
the system of illuminating towns and 
cities by means of the electric light bas 
grown in recent years. 

We cite the figures for this section 
merely. In fifteen southern states there 
are at this time 404 electric plants oper- 
ated by private corporations, firms and 
individuals. The capital stock repre- 
sented amounts to $34,752,225, while the 
power generated aggregates 141,450 horse 
power. Not less than 37,976 are lights 
and 996.870 incandescent lights are fur- 
nished. 

But these figures do not embrace the 
total number of electric light plants in 
this section. In addition to those op- 
erated by private corporations, firms and 
individuals, there are also seventy elec- 
tric light plants operated by municipali- 
ties. ‘These represent 9,890 horse power, 
and furnish 4.256 are lights and 68,933 
incandescent lights. 

Since barely twenty years have passed 
since the glare of the electric light first 
made its advent, these figures show that 
rapid progress during that time has been 
made in this section by Edison’s wonder- 
ful invention.

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Spain’s Object Clear Enough. 

The plea which Spain now urges in 
pursuance of her temporizing policy is 
that under her constitutional form of 
government she cannot yield to the de- 
mands which this country makes wpon 
her in the present grave crisis without 
first obtaining the approval of the cor- 
tes, which assembles on the 25th prox- 
imo. 

Her recent action in granting a five 
days’ armistice in Cuba is intended mere- 
ly to swpport this plea. She knows 
that she has tried our patience to its ut- 
most tension, but she still hopes by re- 
sorting to this last move to stay once 
more the reading of the president’s mes- 
sage and to procure gnother brief respite. 
Such is unmistakably her game. 

But does Spain mean to inveigle us 
into the idea, that regardless of the crisis 
which confronts her, she cannot call the 
cortes together prior to the 25th proximo? 
If such is her design, she not only 
reflects upon our national intelligence, 
but grossly stultifies her own. What 
country on the globe is powerless to act 
immediately when-s@me momentous 
problem affecting its most sacred inter- 
ests comes up before it for solution? 

If Spain’s object was to deal fairly 
with this country in the present crisis, 
she would not encounter much difficulty 
in summoning the cortes together. 

But is the nature of the just demand 
that we have made upon her such that 
she must first submit it to the cortes? 
We have not demanded Cuba’s sale, nor 
up to this time have we demanded even 
that Spain’s yoke betaken from her. 
Such is our supreme desire in the mat- 
ter, but negotiations *have not yet 
reached this point. Upto this time we 
have demanded simply the cessation of 
hostilities. Of course, Spain sees to 
what all this may lead, and such ex- 
plains her aititude; but if she did not 
care to find some pretext for evasion and 
delay, she could easily arrange matters 
without the intervention of the cortes. 
Or, if necessary, she could call the cor- 
tes together at a moment’s notice for 
the purpose of taking any action which 
circumstances migat require. 

Still another fact to be considered is 
that in spite of the punctilious regularity 
with which Spain claims that she desires 
to conduct maitters, she has, nevertheless, 
repeatedly ignored her contitutional in- 
junctions in connection with the war in 
Cuba. Times without nu r she has 
acted in the most tyrannical jand abitrary 
manner with respect to her/campaign in 
Cuba, and she, could waive these consti- 
tutional injunctions in the present in- 
stance, if she did not choose to make 
them the pretext for avoiding our just 
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hold on Cuba, if she can possibly prevent 
it; on the contrary, she desires to bind 
the island to her with still firmer fet- 
ters. Such is undeniably her purpose in 
the spurious planof self-government 
which she has endeavored to set up in 
Havana. She will never surrender the 
island until she is made to surrender it. 

Such being the case, our duty is plain. 
If we faithfully discharge our duty we 
will not permit another week to pass 
without demanding that the carnival of 
blood in Cuba cease, and that Spain 
withdraw her blighting yoke ‘forever 
from the island. If we do less than this, 
we will fail ignobly to discharge our ob- 
ligations to humanity.

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Labor in the South. 


We note with much interest the obser- 
vations which Mr. James Y. Hamrick, 
commissioner of the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics of North Carolina, makes in re- 
gard to the character and status of the 
labor employed in the various manufac- 
turing establishments in that state. 
What Mr. Hamrick finds to be true of 
the labor element in North Carolina is 
also true of the labor element in Geor- 
gia and other southern states, and we 
most respectfully commend the observa- 
tions of the well-informed commissioner 
to the attention of northern and soutb- 
ern capitalists. 

Mr. Hamrick deals exhaustively with 
the subject, giving thorough considera- 
tion to the physical, educational and 
moral status of the labor element. We 
quote at some length from his observa- 
tions. Says Mr. Hamrick: 

There appears to be an abundance of mill 
labor in the state, and the employees in 
these mills are better satisfied than any 
other class, and there is no antagonism 
between the employer and the employed. 
The matter of hours of employment is 
being settled by themselves, and neither 
employer nor employee favor legisiation, 
for, in answer to questions on this point, 
only 5 per cent were in favor of legislation. 
The employees seem to be satisfied, and 
the matter of time, if let alone, will be 
adjusted by themselves. There are no 
strikes, no favoritism, no dissatisfaction, 
no unjust decisions among the laborers 
of this state. 

Ninety-four per cent of our factories re- 
port sufficient religious advantages for 
their employees, and this being true, tends 
to show the rapid advancement in religious 
training of this class of our citizens. There 
has been especial] attention given to their 
religious training, almost all the.mills hav- 
ing churches for their operatives, som 
that would do credit to our cities. hm- 
ployees can attend church and Sunday 
school every Sunday, and a great majority 
take advantage of the opportunity. We 
find in a great many cases the officers and 
stock owners of the mill teaching the 
operatives in the Sunday school. 

Financially, the operatives in our mills 
are very well off, for their employment is 
regular and their wages sure. Of the mills 
reporting, 70.8 per cent report the condition 
of their employees to be good; 23% per cent 
that it is fair, and of all the replies receiv- 
ed only five stated their condition to be 
bad. Not only is this class of our citizens 
living well and comfortably, but many of 
them are saving money, and a number 
of cases thas recently come unger the no- 
tice of this department where operatives 
have saved sufficlent money to buy $1,000 
worth of stock of the factory in which 
they were employed. 

The moral] condition of our factory work- 
ers is most excellent, for as a general thing 
they escape the dens of vice that are so 
numerous in the great cities of this country, 
and at the same time enjoy the social in- 
tercourse of the town and receive the ad- 
Vantage of a good schoo! education. The 
apartments in the factories are commodi- 
ous, well lighted, heated and ventilated, 
and as much care is taken in the arrange- 
ment of the apartments of the Operators 
as of the office; most of the houses are 
well built and ceiled or plastered, and are 
more comfortably arranged than those of 
any other class of laborers in the state. 
Little drunkenness occurs, for, as a gen- 
eral thing, no barrvoms are in operation 
near the factories. 

Such is the character and status of the 
labor element not enly in the state of 
North Carolina, but also in the states of 
Georgia, Alabama, Milississippi, South 
Carolina and other siates of this sectioa. 
Not only the foregoing observations of 
Mr. Hamrick, but any candid and thor- 
ough investigation into the subject must 
necessarily show that the labor of the 
south has been grossliv misrepresented by 
some of our critics. With the aid of 
textile and other industrial schools, we 
expect within the next few years to bring 
our labo? to the very highest grade of 
development.

Rev. Sam Jones, who was for a few 
hours a candidate for governor of the 
State of Georgia, has taken his pen in 
hand again. He contributes a very in- 
teresting letter to our aiternoon contem- 
porary, The Journal, and we printin an- 
other column that part of the letter 
Which refers to the political campaign 
now going on in Georgia. 

The letter is good huwmored and racy, 
and contains many suggestions which go, 
as it were, to the root of the matter.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Says The Chicago Times-Herald, in com- 
menting upon the respective naval outfite 
of the United States and Spain: ‘While 
the facts for exact comparisons of sea 
power are always difficult of ascertain- 
ment, the consensus of opinion among dis- 
interested naval experts is to the effect that 
while Spain is strong in armored crutsers 
and torpedo boats, she is very weak in 
what are known as the modern ships of 
the battle line. Her fighting strength prac- 
tically consists of only one modern first- 
Class battleship, the Pelayo; the old-fash- 
ioned broadside battleships Vitoria and Nu- 
mancia; the armored cruisers Infanta Marta 
Teresa, Almirante Oquendo, Vizcaya, Prin- 
cesse Asturias,Cataiuna, Carlos V and Cris- 
tobal Colon, also twenty-three unarmored 
cruisers, eleven gunboats, seventeen torpe- 
do boat destroyers and eleven torpedo 
boats of the first class. Although it is 
claimed by competent naval authorities 
that the Pelayo is the only one of the lot 
that can be considered a modern Dbattle- 
ship, her displacement is 1,300 tons less than 
that of the United States battleships of the 
Indiana class, and could not approach either 
the Indiana, the Iowa, the Kearsage or the. 
Kentucky in effectiveness. In fact, there 
appears to be little doubt that the Indlana 
would make short work of the Pelayo. The 
Cristobal Colon and the Carlos are the only 
other Spanish sea fighters that could make 
any scrt of a defense against the guns of 
the New York or the Mussachusetts, ‘They 
are fine new steel-armored vessels, and 
carry’ powerful ‘batteries. Spain is /also 
reported to have bought the armored cruis- 
er Gulseppe Garibaldi from Italy, and has 
for somé time been trying to buy the ar- 
mored cruiser Carlo Alberto... Against this 
array of naval strength the United States 
has the magnificent and formidable first- 
class battleships Iowa, Indigna, Massachbu- 
setts, Oregon, Kearsage ahd Kentucky, 
with the Alabama, Illinois ahd Wisconsin 
rapidly approaching completion: one bat- 
tleship of the second class, the Texas: the 
armored cruisers New York and Brooklyn; 
the protected second-class crutsers Minne- 
apolis, Columbia, Cincinnati, “Boston. San 
Francisco, Charleston, Marblehead, Detro- 
it, Olympla, Baltimore, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Montgomery, Newark, fxincaster, Ral- 
eigh and Atlanta; also fifteen gunboats, 
six double-turreted monitors, one ram. one 
dynamite gunboat and five torpedo boats. 
In addition to these we have the two ar- 
mored cruisers recently ‘purchased from 
the Brazilian government and, according 
to dispatches from Rome, the government 
has recently bought three Italian torpedo 
boats.’’

An Interesting Comment on the Situa- 
tion as Regards the Governorship. 


From The Atlanta Journal, April 9th. 
The country brethren are having a good 
time in politics. In other states it is true 
as it is in Georgia. They have candidates 
enough to make the phase of things inter- 
esting. I see there have been no new an- 
nouncements for governor in Georgia while 
I have been away, or rather since I an- 
nounced myself ex-candidate, limited. I 
read the Georgia papers wherever I go. 
In almost any state and town I run upon 
sume Georgian who gets The Atlanta Jour- 
nal or The Constitution or The Macon Tel- 
egraph or The Savannah Morning News. 
The three candidates now running for g0v- 
ernor are all on the stump vaporizing and 
agitating as they go, making their declara- 
tary, inflammatory speeches. They say 
Berner is the best speaker, Atkinson the 
closest reasoner and Candler the plainest 
talker. Berner is against monopolies, Atiin- 
son for lower taxation under the following 
specifications: Fewer sessions of the legis- 
lature and less papsuckers. I think, al in 
all, he will reduce taxation by the rules 
and specification which he employs any- 
where from five to six thousand dollars a 
year. He is unalterably opposed to cutting 
pensions to the old soldiers, taking a dollar 
from the public schools, etc. Mr. Candler 
made the keynote of his candidacy taxation 
less. He does not tell us exactly how he 
is going # make ft, and I am glad he don't, 
for I fear if he should tell exactly what he 
would like to say along this line he might 
not be so popular in some quarters, I am 
still for Candler, because I believe he is 
the candidate of the people of this state.

I believe Atkinson was called out by the 
politicians. I Delieve Berner called him- 
self out.

That Mr. Atkinson is a gentleman and @ 
scholar and a jurist we all concede, but 
not one in ten of us believe that he would 
have today been a candidate for governor 
of Gecrgia if Allen D. Candler hadn't 
aritten that first letter. Gentlemen, that 
first letter played the wild. It arrayed 
every politician in Georgia more or less 
against Allen D. and rounded them up 
for Atkinson. But I am glad Allen D. 
wrote his first letter, and I keep on being 
sorry he ever wrote the second one. My,

Stopping at the same hotel with him, or 
close by, were a Mrs. Sumpter and her 
daughter, Miss Lizzie Sumpter, of Ripon, 
Wis. Mrs. Sumpter was ill, and had gone 
to Colorado for her health. Ore day she 
was taken suddenly worse, and immediate 
attention was necessary. The daughter 
seeing Mr. Gilbert Pomeroy Drew near by, 
called on him for assistance without wait- 
ing for an introduction. The Lotharito, de- 
lighted with the opportunity of meeting 
so charming a young lady, did not hesitate 
to render all assistance possible, and from 
that moment a burning passion eprung up 
between Miss Sumpter and Mr. Drew, 
which soon materialized in an engagement.

According to reports Drew became in- 
volved in some serious trouble somewheré 
some time ago, and as marriage was the 
only panacea, so it is said, he took the first 
woman that came and managed to catch 
this one. Her name could not be learned, but 
it is said she refuses point blank to allow 
Drew a divorce without 4 stipulated sum 
of cash which Drew does not possess, and 
therefore he is in a matrimonial as well 
aa a financial pickle.

$25 from the negro barber who shaved him, 
and attempted to get $300 more from one of 
the barber's friends, but failed. 

A report has also reached the Houston 
street hotel that Drew has two other fian- 
cees in different parts of the country, whom 
he thas been borrowing from, like Miss 
Sumpter and her mother.

NEGRO WOMAN KILLED BY TRAIN 


Fatal Accident on the Southern Near 
Chamblee Saturday.

ACCUSED OF FIRING 


HIS OWN HOUSE 


George Thrasher, Colored, Lecked in 
Police Station on Serious Charge. 


STATE’S EVIDENCE IS STRONG 


Several Houses Have Been Burned 
Here Lately in Dover’s Alley. 


THRASHER HAD INTEREST IN ALL OF THEM 


Houses Were Insured, Some for More 
Than Their Value—Prisoner Pro- 
tests His Innocence. A 
| ls locked up at the police barracks, 
and the police authorities hope to 
prove that he js one of the most skilled 
firebugs ever operating in this city. If 
the case develops against the negro the 
remarkable feature will be that he fired 
only his own houses. The authorities say 
that there is little doubt of his guilt and 
that he is sure of receiving a sentence to 
the penitentiary. 

He was arrested yesterday morning be- 
fore daylight. At 4:07 o’clock an alarm 
called the fire department to 41 Dover's 
alley, where a house was on fire. The fire- 
men succeeded in saving the greater por- 
tion of the house and then turned their 
attention to discovering the origin of the 
blaze. Nothing indicating the manner in 
which the fire commenced was found, 

At this juncture several negro men and 
women volunteered the information that 
they had seen Thrasher in the vicinity of 
the house just before the fire commenced 
and a negro woman said she had seen 
Thrasher crawl from under the house only 
a few moments before the fire was discov- 
ered. 

Thrasher resides at 43 Dover's alley and 
the policemen at the fire at once went their 
to arrest him, He was found in bed, appa- 
rently asleep, and expressed great surprise 
when told that a house just across the 
street was on fire. He says that he did not 
hear the approach of the fire engines and 
knew nothing of the fire until he was awak- 
ened by the policemen. . 

It is said that during the past five or six 
years no less than a dozen houses have 
burned in the vicinity of Dover's alley. 
Chief Joyner said yesterday that all had 
been suspicious fires and that some were 
undoubtedly fired by an incendiary. It has 
also been discovered by the authorities that 
all of the houses were insured, some of 
them over-insured, and that Thrasher eith- 
er owned or had an interest in all of them. 

In several instances he has been gsus- 
pected of starting the fires, but no proof 
could be obtained’ and he was never ar- 
rested. In this case the authorities say the 
evidence against him is strong. 

Thrasher is one of the best known ne- 
groes in the city. He has accumulated con- 
siderable property in the city and lives 
mainly off the rent of his houses. He pro- 
tests his innocence and suys he will be able 
to prove he had no connection with the 
fires when he is placed on trial.

THOSE TORPEDO 
BOAT DESTROYERS 


Spain Possesses a Splendid Fleet of 
These Little Vessels. 


OUR NAVY LACKING IN THEM 


They Are Very Useful in Time of 
Hostilities. 


SPEED 


Besides Taking Care of Their Natural 
Enemy, the Torpedo Boat, Are 
Useful in Other Ways. 


Waahington, April 11.—Out of the pres- 
ent turmoil of preparations for war and 
striving for peace the United States will 
emerge, whether the climax be war or 
peace, with maay useful: lessons learned. 
There have ben strange rumors, emanat- 
ing from high places, which have been 
speedily stifled, to the effect that Uncle 
Sam‘s “ready!” is a bold bluff so far as 
many essential features of a nation in 
arms are concerned. 

Stories have been whispered about that 
guns, purchased at great cost, are useless 
because the carriages, without which the 
guns are no more formidable than bean 
shooters, have not been provided, and 
cannot be got ready in time, should war 
be declared in the near future. The 
strength of our fleets has been enlarged 
upon, and the most made of the fact that 
we are more than a match for Spain with 
our navy pitted against theirs in one great 
sea fight. 

But the weakness of our fleet, as com- 
pared with that of Spain, has not been the 
subject of eloquent speeches and lengthy 
newspaper articles on this side of the 
Atlantic, although it has in Spain. It is 
well to face the truth, however unpleasant 
it may be :to this patriotic people. 

We are entirely lacking in that small, 
but terrtbly effective war craft. the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer. So important does 
Great Britain, the leading naval nation of 
the world, consider this type of fighting 
vessel that she possesses nearly a hun- 
dred of them. Spain has seventeen and is 
building more, while all the nations have 
small fleets of ‘‘destroyers.” 

They are inexpensive boats, when com- 
pared with the big fighting machines, but 
experience may prove that they can co 
an enormous amount of damage in a sea 
battle. In recent English naval maneu- 
vers the eyes of the admiralty officials 
were opened to the importance of pos- 
sessing @& numerous contingent of tnis 
speedy, wicked little craft, and the Brit- 
ish shipbuilders are at present engaged 
in building many of an improved type that 
will shortly be added to her majesty’s 
navy. 

The tonpedo boat destroyers possessed 
by Spain are mostly of the newest type. 
The Furor and Terror, two destroyers built 
to order for the Spanish government in a 
British shipbuilding yard, are splendid 
little craft. They have a length of 24 feet, 
a breadth of twenty-two feet and a depih 
of thirteen feet and displace 30 tons. When 
equipped for service they are armed with 
two fourteen-pounder rapid fire guns, one 
forward, above the conning tower, and the 
other aft: two six-pounder guns, one in 
each broadside, and two auiomatic ma- 
chine guns, one and one-half inch diameter, 
They have two torpedo tubes on the upper 
deck, from which torpedoes can be fired 
on either side. Each vessel carries four 
torpedoes. 

They Are Very Speedy. 

The great value of these small boats lfes 
in their speediness. They can easily make 
twenty-eight Knots an hour. Seventy tons 
of coal will be sufficient to carry the little 
ereft from Spain to Porto Rico or Havana, 
and this amount of coal they can easily 
carry. Seventy men usually comprise the 
crew of a destroyer. 

With their rapid fire guns and their tor- 
pedoes, these small boats are threatening 
enough, but they are useful in more ways 
than one. They can take chances that 
would be madness for a larger or¥ft to 
attempt; stealing up to an enemy’s boats 
under cover of darkness, and flitting 
around when the big ships are in action, 
awaiting the first opportunity to discharge 
a torpedo at the nearest enemy, protecting 
the crulsers- and battleships from the at- 
tack of torpedo boats by engaging and de- 
stroying those dangerous craft; running 
the blockade of closed ports, and acting 
as dispatch boats when a small fleet of 
marine messengers is needed Their uge- 
fulness is incalculable, and yet the United 
States navy is without them. 

We have some splendid torpedo boats, 
but Spain has nearly a score of the de- 
stroyers, which are in reality a larger 
torpedo boat, while we have nothing of 
the kind to oppose them. There 1s a possi- 
bility that Captain Brownson, who is now, 
abroad cn a ship purehasing expedition for 
the United States, may be able to secure 
some torpedo boat destroyers from foreign 
ship builders, and if he can, there is no 
doubt that he will get them. When it is 
remembered that $400,000 will buy a destroy- 
er capable of steaming at dashing speed, 
it is not too much to hope that Captain 
Brownson will be able to send back a 
whole fleet of destroyers—say enough to 
give us one of the useful little boats for 
every one that Spain possesses. It will 
be money well invested.

a belated yet unwelcome remembrance 
of Easter. The "varsity boys did it last 
year, and they say thev will repeat their 
glorious victory this year. The game this 
afterncon gives promise of being one of 
thea hardest fought and most exciting ever 
Witnessed on Piedmont park diamond. 

Wishing to work off a wholesale. lot of 
revenge on the Georgia boys for shutting 
them out last year, the Pennsylvania ball 
tossers have come south this year with a 
determination to win or, at least, not lose. 
The proud Keystone State is resting under 
the belief that it cannot afford to see the 
red and blue go down before the’ red and 
black again. The smashing into smith- 
ereens of all former precedents of universal 
defeat of southern by northern colleges was 
too much for the Quakers. They have 
smarted under that defeat until they even 
consented to come south this year under 
$60 less guarantee than last year for an 
Opportunity to win back their lost honors. 

The glory of last year’s victory will act 
as a stimulus for the Georgia boys this 
year. They will work harder than ever for 
the game. They have been in hard train- 
ing under Coach Hugh Jennings for several 
weeks, and are said to be in excélient con- 
dition. It was largely due to his efforts 
last year that Georgia play<d Pennsyl- 
vania four to nothing.

AUTHORIZED BY ACT OF 1847 


— 


The Ungranted Land in Baker County 
Does Not Belong to the State. 


IT WAS SOLD UNDER A FORMER SCHOOL ACT 


While There Seems To Be No Record 
of It, the Sale Was Legal and Deed 
Was Made by Inferior Court. 


Baker county, has written to The Con- 
stitution in regard to the two plots of 
unsurveyed 


_J pater JOHN O. PERRY, of Newton, 


and ungranted land in the 
counties of Baker and Mitchell, which were 
noted by Draughtsman B. F. Johnson, of 
the state department while making a map. 

In the article referred to it was stated 
that this land, amounting to about 6,100 
acres, had never been granted, and was, 
therefore, still in possession of the state. 
The land has never been Jaid off in num- 
bered lots, and there seems to be no record 
of it in the secretary of state’s office. 

Judge Perry, in his communication, 
throws considerable light on the matter, 
and states that the property was author- 
ized to be sold for the benefit of the poor 
school fund by an act of 1847. He states 
that under this act the land was sold by the 
interior court to private parties, and is 
owned by them, or has been sold to other 
persons. ° 

That this land was legally sold and does 
not now belong to the state, is certain. 
It was sold under the poor school act, and 
the deeds given to the purchasers by the 
inferior court. 

The act authorizing the gale of the prop- 
erty is as follows: 

m ~ act to authorize the inferior court of 
aKker county to dispose of certain lands 
for poor school purposes. 

W hereas, there are narrow strips of un- 
surveyed and unsranted land lying between 
some 0 the districts of said county: 

Be it enacted by the senate and house of 
representalives of the state of Georgia, in 
general assmbilv met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, That 
such strips of unsurveyed and ungranted 
and 4s may be lying in the county of 
Baker, between the lines of any two dis- 
tricts, and not included in a land district, 
may be sold by the inferior court of such 
county in such manner as they, by an or- 
der of court may direct, and the proceeds 
shall be by them applied to the education 
of poor chilren, in accordance with the 
poor school law. 

“Approved December 24, 1847, by George 
W. Towns, governor.”’ 

It will be seen that the act appties to any 
land in Baker county.which was unsurvey- 
ed. The property referred to was that 
which is shown in the recent maps of the 
counties of Baker and Mitchell. It appears 
that there is no record of the sale in the 
secretary ou states office, and the land 
lots have not been numbered. The land, 
however, according to the act of 1847, does 
not belong to the state. 

It seems that acts were passed referring 
to such lands in other counties, and in each 
instance the inferior court was authorized 
to sell it and apply the proceedings to the 
poor school fund. The greater portion of 
this land jis settled, and the question of the 
state’s ownership was one ef great impor- 
tance to those owning the land.

Superintendent’ Payn, of New York, pub- 
lishes a letter showing that he did not re- 
license the Guarantors’ Finance Company, 
of Philadelphia, for this year. He wrote 
to Vice President Loper, stating that he 
was not satisfied with the company’s finan- 
cial statement, and therefore declined to 
permit it to continue to do business in the 
state of New York. 


Action has been commenced to dissolve 
the Mutual Life Association, of Brooklyn, 
on the ground of insolvency. On February 


| ist the company’s assets amounted to $9,436, 


and the liabilities to $24,738, 


Insurance Commissioners Fricke, of Wis- 
consin, and Campbell, of Michigan, are 
conducting an American-Spanish corres- 
pondence. Fricke required the Standard 
Life and Accident Company, of Detrolt, to 
pay $5,000 back taxes into the Wisconsin 
treasury. Campbell, of Michigan, has 
threatened to retaliate by collecting $5,000 
from the Northwestern Mutual Life, of 
Wisccnsin. To this Fricke says that if 
Campbell forces the Northwestern to pay, 
he will collect back taxes from two Michi- 
gan companies for a number of years. 
The two Michigan companies doing busi- 
ness in Wisconsin are the Standard Life 
and Accident company and the Michigan 
Mutual Life. Fricke calculates that the 
former owes the state of Wisconsin $118,000 
and the latter $93,000. . 

That would hit the Michigan companies 
hard, and it is probable that a compromise 
will be reached. 


Topeka, Kas., April 10.—The Pacific Life 
Insurance Company, one of three com- 
panies that has been doing life and acci- 
dent business under one license in this 
state, is claimed to owe the insurance dé- 
partment $1,322.20 for duplicate state and 
agents’ licenses. Commissioner McNall in- 
tends to foree the companies to pay for 
the accident insurance as a separate bust- 
ness, and will bring suit to collect the 
money if the companies refuse to pay the 
bills when presented. The other two com- 
panies are the Aetna and the Travelers’. 
The Pacific Mutual has been doing business 
in Kansas only since 1889, and the Aetna 
about the same length of time, so that the 
amounts due the state from both com- 
panies will vary but little. The Travelers’ 
has been in Kansas for a number of years, 
and has done considerable more business 
than either of the other companies, and it 
is expected that its account will amount to 
between $15,000 and $20,000. 


Themas. C. Hindman, who made such 
deserved high reputation in prosecuting 
the Columbian Fire Insurance company 
swindle, has received the appointment of 
home office representative of the Aetna 
Life Insuranze Company, of Hartford, The 
position is that of assistant to the executive 
management, and in that capacity he will 
travel over all the western states to the 
coast in the interest of that company. 


St. Paul, April 10.—Judge Brill has dis- 
missed the suit of Louis Bonholzer against 
the New York Mutual Life. William Bon- 
holzer, the insured, paid his premium with 
a note which was defaulted. The plaintiff 
claimed that the defendant accepted liabil- 
ity in accepting the note, Dut the court 
holds not. 


Theodore W. Briggs has resigned as Wis- 
consin state agent of the Home Insurance 
Company, and W. A. Rogers, formerly 
special agent in Minnesota and the Dako- 
tas, has succeeded him.
